O Dear Friends, let "Brotherly-L ove Continue, Jet 
nothing in thar woul:\ hinder your Love, Dearneſs 
and Nearneſs in the Truth, which 1s ſo precious and 
of ſuch exceeding Concernment- to us, that we can- 
not be well without it, nor ſafc out of the Love on 
God ; 
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God ; and wedo not manifeſt our ſelves to be Di- 
ſciples of Chriſt, but by loving one another, and 
berng tender over one another, Watching over 
one another for Good, and the keeping down all 
that which 1s contrary, as it appears and would 
get up, under any Pretence, to hinder the pure

thence cometh Whilperings, Back-bitings, Tale- 
bearings, Complainings and Murmurings, and Har- 
bouring of Evil one againſt another, which ovght 
not to be, for theſe things ſtir up Strifes and un- 
profitable Contentions, whereby the Weztk may be 
hurc,and the Lame turn'd out of the way rather then 
reſtored.and all are not of a hke Strength or Stature : 
Some are but weak in the Faith, and very little, 
whoſe weak hands had need to te Rrengthned. and 
their feeble Knees confirmed, yer Babes in Chriſt and 
know the Father,and their Sins forgiven thera for his 
 Name's fake ; others are come furrher to the State of 
Fathers, not cnly begotten to God themſelves. vur 
Begetters of others to God allo by the ſame Spirit an:! 
Power by which they were vegotten, WRo arc come 
to know a largey Meaſure of Faith given tt: tlom 
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God, through which hey re mude ſtrong, 1nd able 
to berr Burdens, aud to bear with the Weak ;, tie 
Weak mult be born with , you that are {trang ought 
to buir wich the Weak, & not hy huavy Burdens up- 
on them to eaſe or picaſe your {elves ; for then you 
ars our of the t:nder Care of Farners. I have alveayes 
found che Love and Tenderacis of a Facher towards 
m2, to work m-{t 11 me, 104 rexch che Good, and get 
up che Good mot 11 me, and draw .me neareſt the 
Lord; yertl have fometimes uſed the Rod, and come 
toſome with the Rod, as thcre was need for it, atid 
as God's \Wiſdom leads to it, and I found Love was: 
efe&tual generally 11 my own Experience of the 
Work of God, or as a Workman for lim; man 
hive found that to be the ftrongeſt and beſt Weapon 
to war with againſt Sin and Evil, that hath wrought 
1nour Members, and warred againſt the Law of the 
Mind, to lead us captive to that, which was not al- 
lowed by us 1n the W irfare, and a fore War we have 
had bet wixt Fleſh and Spirit, befure we knew how 
fo perform, or were skilled in the performance of 
that which is good in Words and Attions, There is 
2 Time of Weakneſs, Inability and Feeblenels, be- 
fore we are Fathers, or grown to a Young-man's 
State in Chriſt Jeſus ; there is much to dyc unto 
there muſt not only be a dying to open, prophane, 
groſs Evils, thoſe muſt not only be ſlain, but ſpiri- 
tual Wickednelsin High Places; the Rulers of Dark- 
nets, and every thing that would exalt it ſelf againſt 
the Appearance of God 1n us, muſt be warred and 
wreſtled with, and it inuſt be conquered and flain ; 
then we appear as ſtrong 1n the Lord, and know the 
Wicked 
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Wicked One overcome ; then the Proud Man dyes to 
his Pride, the,Covetous Man to his Covetoulſnels,the - 
Selt-conceited Man dyes to his Vain & Self conccits 
he hath had of himſclt; then the Strong Man wUll 
not glory 1n his Strength, nor the Rich Man in his 


Riches, nor the Wile Man in his Wiſdom. And 


they that come to the Truth, and grow 1n 1t,the Pow - 
erof Truth will quench che Fiery Paflions of ſuch 
as are ſoon Angry. 

And Friends, asyou grow 1n the Truth, Weak- 
nels, Childiſhneſs and {mpertection you will all come 
out of, you will all grow out of, and wholely dye 
unto, and the Toffings will be over, and the Tem- 
pcfts will ceaſe, and you will all come to, and be efta- 
blithed in that Reſt thar 1s glorious, and be kept in 

erfect Anion with God, 2nd one with another. 

And let all Raiſers of Evil Reports, and Broach- 
ers of them, be found out and checkt, fo far as it 
tends to ſtir up Strife, and cauſe Diviſion in the 
Church, let ſuch be marked,and avoid them.as not 
worthy of having Fellowſhip with, that they may be 


aſhzmed that are found to raiſe up an Evil Report 


againſt any of God's People, or ſowing of Diſcord 
amongſt Brethren, buſying themſelves in hearing 
Evil and ſpeaking Evil: Donot judge one another 
upon Reports, before the Report be fully ſought 1n- 
to, and found out to be true; then let Judgment go 
forth according to Goſpel-Order, that Sin may nor 
remain upon thy Brother, -nor thou to put a Stumb- 
ng block in thv Brother's way, to canſe him'to 
Rumble, by the reporting that which..is. falſe, and 
Judging

jadging him thereupon : That Judgment, paſled 
upon Falſe Reports, will retura back upon luch as 
give it. The ſudgments of the Lord are true, and 
there 15 no Unrighreouſneſs 1n them ; he judges no- 
_ thing but what 1s fur Judgment: and that which is 
for Judgment ought to be judged, where-ever it ap- 
pears. I would not have thar {pared 1a any particu- 
Jar, which cauſeth Diviſion 1n the Church of God , 
for that weakens themliclves, and hurts others. . 
Tale-bearers work againſt the Truth, and may 
weaken ſome Members in the Church ; but thar 
_ Work communicates noDivine Streagth to theBody 
nor any Member thereof: for my own particular, ne- 
ver could well digeſt ſuch,linceI had any Knowledge 
how to puta Difference betwixt Good and Evil. 
Therefore, Dear Friends and Brethren, | exhort you 
as 2 Brother in Love, All to follow the things that 
make tor Peace, follow after Righteouſneſs,and feel 
the Righteous Judgments of Gud to tak2 place upon 
all that which 1s contrary to God in every particular: 
O live in Love. & be at Peace one with 210ther : Love 
thinks no Evil, ſperks no Evil, carryes no Tales or 
Evil Reports ; it ſuffers long, and hoperh all things, 
and beareth all things. and vaunteth not it ſelf, nor is 


eaſily puffed up. God Almighty keep you all ſtedfaft* 


in the Love of God, and one another. You know, 
Love is of God, and that you ought to dwell init: 


O! dwell in Love, then you dwell in God. and can- | 


not hurt one another, nor can do nothing againft the 
Truth, but forit; then there is not many Maſters, 


nor ſtriving for Maftery, aor many Minds, but all - 
the 
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the one Mind of the Lord, and he alone exalted,and 
of one Heart in the one Spirit, minding the f5me 
things, and cleaving to and following whatſoever 
things are lovely, honeſt and of good report ; then 
thou wilt be one with the Flock of God, in all theſe 
things, that tend ſo much re the Honour of Gcd,and 
keeping all ſweet and ſavoury, and wilt mind the 
Foot-ſteps of the Flock of God, and follow the Lord 
fully. 

And Deay Friends every where, Keep mp your 
Mectings in the Name and Power of the Lord God, 
v ho hath owned us,and been v ith us 1n all our Suffe- 
rings for his Nime's fake, let none deny his Name, 
nor bring a Reproach upon h1>»Name,by anj Unfaith- 
fulnets in any part of your Teftimony,which you are 
called to bear for his Name and Truth: O meet to- 
gether as your former manner was, although ye 
ſhould meet with greater Tryals and Suffterings then 
formerly ; look not therear,but look at that Arm and 
Power of God which formerly ſaved and delivered 
us, and is able to ſaveto the uttermoſt from whatſo- 
ever the Devil and all his Agents can do againitus : 
For, O how hath the Arm and Power of the Lord 
prevailed ag:inſt the Power of the Devil. ard his 
working through many of his Inſtruments.that have 
appeared againſt the Truth of God. and our meeting 
together in the Name & Power of th: Lord!And how 
have we witneſſed Chriſt Jeſus in us nd amongſt 
us greater then he that 1s in the World, w ho as a 
{ſtrong man armed hath wrought in m nv Profeſſers, 
Prophane and Apoſtates, Agualt the glorious Truth 
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of God,and our meeting together in his Name,which 
we have owned, believed in, and born witneſs unto 
above every Name, and which we know every Knee 
muſt bow unto !
